:>f complicity in the crime. 


As to the breaking down of the trust- 


worthiness of Davis' evidence implicating 
O'Neil in a confession, the defense is not 
etrong. Toe excuse for a "plot" against 
O'Neil scans very flimsy 


Ths irtarva' of funiay has givei |in op- 


portunity to all those concerned and in- 
tf-estedin the trial for murder in the 
first degree of John O'Ne-il Jr., to souie- 
•wlmt carefully consider the common- 
wealth's cate. The testimony by the wit- 
nesses foi thej/rosecutioa has been put 
iu a very masterly manner. Tne incidents 
tending to prove the government's con- 
te it'on were grouped and presented in 
groups so that the chain of circumstantial 
e\iJence \va° forged and connected link 
by link and not uianufac'ured in detached 
•pi< ees. This fact has made tho govern- 
ment's case appear at its strongest end 
ha* led many to assume that it is Impreg- 
nable whether submitted to analysis or 


5tbc assault of testimony by the defense. 


There are, of course, extremes of opin- 


4on with reference to tho case presented 
by the government and these extremes 
extend to prompt acquittal or prompt 
verdict of guilty. In considering the gov- 
ernment's testimony and its prompt im- 
pression on the jury one most take the 
'mentality of the jury into consideration. 
-9Tho jury is composed of intelligent men, 
'\vhose experiences have been obtained in 
tho ordinary walks of life. It may be that 
the majority of them have not been given 
to a careful dissection of things as they 
have arisen in their lives or come before 
IhtMT minds and, ou the other hand, the 
''majority of them may be men whoso 
minds are barren places for sophistry or 
' &Ey attempt to give facts a. greater sig- 
nificance than they should hivo. It is 
•ijiecessary, however, to remember that a 
'•'reasonable doubt" is a relative thing, 
that to this dozen men it means a certain 
(•"degree of 
uncertainty and to another 


[sdozon me'n it means another degree of un- 
certainty. 
This condition, which is of 


•ths nature ot things, always leaves a jury 
trial as much of an uncertainty as what 
-particular degree of doubt is to be consid- 
ered as a "reasonable doubt." There are 
probably few persons who would say that 
12 men chosen as juries are chosen repre- 
.seut accurately the common or average 
xniuJi and if it were to contended it might 
•be argued that it is unfair to trust a life to 
'the decision of the common judgment 
when a group of the highest minds would 
render a decision more correct from the 
Ifact* presented. 
However viewed, a jary 


decision has an element of uncertainty 
end any discussion of this murder trial 
muittake place with this in consideration 
•and no one can lay claim to being able to 
Jview the cose as the jury will. One may 
bet on the jury's decision as he would on 
A horse race. In looking at the govern- 
•ment'M case another thing must be borne 
In mind, which is, that a belief that the 
government's case is not 
conclusive 


«nough to warrant a verdict of guilty docs 
not prove that co-sxistant with that belief 
is not a moral certainty of the prisoner's 
SuiH. 


Su much has been said about the gov- 
ernment having presented a strong case 
against O'Neil tbat it might be of some 
interest to present what the lay mind con- 
siders to be some of its weaknesses. The 
goVBrnmtnt hab attempted to prove that 
Sire. JlcCloud was murd.red at or near 
the place her body was found, between 
the hoars ol 6 and S o'clock on the even- 
ing of Friday, January 8, and that the 
murderer was John O'Neil, Jr., who is 
now 4>eing tried for the crime. To prcAe 
this it has introduced testimony of consid- 
•fftbta variety. Tho testimony was to 


on the same road that O'Neil went; that 
O'Nei: was absent from liis usual haunts 
until b OT 8.15 o'clock, when he returned 
with a supply of money which he did not 
have before he disappeared; that the 
money he had was to the amount and in 
the denominations of the money Mrs. 
McCloud must have bad in her possession 
when she was murdered; that O'Neil 
showed evidence of his guilt in conflicting 
statements and unusual conduct the day 
succeeding the night of the murder, and 
that O'Neil made a guilty confession to 
his prison companions when he was in- 
carcerated in the county jail. Other tes 
timony of unsavory character was intro- 
duced, bearing on the violation of Mrs. 
McCloud or her body, to show O'NeiPs 
lustfulneas the night of the murder. Tho 
important question is then, how much of 
this has the government proved bycir- 
cumstantiul evidence beyond room for 
leasonuble doubt t 


The f;overnment has not proven that 


Mrs. McCloud was murdered at __ 
the place her body was found. When dis- 
covered the body and clothing were com- 
posed 'is if done intentiomilly, with the 


r[( o Kifacertain dissrr. n;oinenttliat 
as much attributable to the evident 


sliding of the body down hill as to other 
causes. The scene of the murder is not 
fixed by evidences of struggle that might 
reasonably be expected on the ground's 
surface. It Las not appeared that shrubs 
were bi oken near the body iior that the 
leaves, jo sensitive to disturbance, were 
violently moved. Therefore the murder 
may have been committed milosaway and 
the body taken to the place where ic was 
found to divert suspicion. 


AgaiL, if Mrs. McCloud was murdered 


by John O'Neil, as the government al- 
leges, the crime must have been commit- 
ted between the hours of 6 and 8 o'clock. 
No conclusive testimony has been intro- 
duced proving this claim. Tlie only at- 
tempt made by the government to fix the 
time of the murder was the introduction 
of testimony that screams of distress, be- 
lieved to have been cried for help were 
heard, near the hour of? o'clock. This 
testimony attempts to fix both time and 
locality, yet it comes from persons re- 
moved iroin the alleged locality, some as j 
far as a mile away, so it must be taken | 
with some doubt, at least a small degree, 
since persons living close to the alleged 
scene of the 
murder heard no such 


screams. And all the medical testimony 
gave on this point was that the woman 
was dead several hours before her body 
was discovered. There is room then to 
a claim that Mrs. McCloud was not mur- 
dered between the hours of 6 and 8 o'clock 
but may have been murdered as late as 
midnight. A possibility is that the woman 


came purpose it EUo.vs that he drank at 
his comp vnions' expense on that Friday 
Then it shows his careless expenditure of 
his alleged suddenly acquired money 
when he returns about S o'clock. He buys 
whiskey as long r.s he and his companions 
can drink it and as late as it can be bought, 
offers a f 10 bill lor n ?1 bill in payment of 
a debt of 73 cents and speaks of his re- 
cent good fortune. This money is proven 
to have been in amount equal to that had 
by Mrs. McCloud and in the same denomi- 
nations. As this point is to be touched by 
the defense as well as the point of his 
whereabouts it would not be very proper 
to indulge in speculation, but it no at- 
tempt were made to prove how O'Neil 
came into possession of the money in the 
amount and of the denomination it was, 
the history of startling and well authenti- 
cated coincidences would demand that 
the similarity of amount and denomina- 
tion does not prove beyond reasonable 
doubt thnt O,Neil got tho money from 
Mrs. McCloud. 


O'Neil is alternutely a cunning knave 


and a simpleton according to the govern- 
ment's testimony. He is cunning enough 
to strrt the story that a "hobo" meets him 
at his doorstep when he arrives home 
after midnight so that the murder might 
be attributed to that stranger, and at the 
same time ho is made fool enough to bring 
the money in question and the next morn- 
ing declares that tho "hobo did me out of 
510 " So artful is he that he rushes upon 
one of two tramps near the bridge Satur- i 
day morning and trounces him, declaring ! 
that he is the one who took his money 
And, 
further, he calls attantion toa bruise 


ou the head he says he received in the 
fight. He is made the simpleton again by 
the bringing to light tho money he said 
was stolen and by his claim that he re- 
ce'ved the injury to his head by running 
into the coal shed at Haller's pool room. 
Then he tells just how Mrs. McCloud was 
nurdered, makes apparently anxious in- 
quiries about how the body was found 
and what the autopsy disclosed and both 
denies and admits that he knew the mur- 
dered woman. To weigh the testimony it 
'.s pertinent to ask if the man who was 
fertile enough in expediency to introduce 
•lie '"hobo" would be foolish enough to 
llustrate how the woman was murdered 
lefore that faot was given out from some 
itbcr source ? The same applies to the 
ither contradictory oondnet and state 
nents. Doubt creeps in everywhere. 
One thing will stand out prominently 


vith reference to these momentous days 
f O'Neil's life, and made in his behalt 


Beer called tho first witness for the de- 
fense to the stand. The witness was Miss 
Blanche Johnson of Shelburne Falls, 
daughter of Undertaker Johnson, who 
prepared Mrs. McCloud'a body for burial.. 
She said that she knew Mrs MoCloud by' 
sight; had seen her many times. "I was 
down town the evening of Friday, Jan- 
uary 8. I saw Mrs. McCloud that night i.i 
front of Baker's store about 7.45. There 
was a light in the windows there. I saw 
her face. I did not use her again that 
niffht, I cannot say which way she was 
going. I was standing still. She passed 
me. I have known which way s'je was 
going but I have now forgotten. I remem 
ber of telling some one last winter as to 
which way she was going. I talked with 
my father and mother about it next day:

Knowlton. "I never spoke to her in my 
life. She haa on a large dark hat. I don't 
know whether a coat or a cape. Yes; I 
call green dark. I don't know whether 
she had bundles or not-. I told this slory 
to Messra. Ila umoud a id Greene. I thin1;: 
I saw her." 


Miss Cora E. White of Sears street was 


at home part of Friday, January 8. There 
were doings at the Odd Fellows' buildiup, 
ustallatiou, meeting of the Daughters of 
ilebskah, etc., and many women then> 
"I left 
home at 5.50 and went fay 


way of Sears street, Clement and Ward's 
corner and reached Odd Fellows' hall. I 
knew Mrs. McCloud by sijjht only. She 
had been pointed out to me on the street, 
within a year. I did not meet her or any 
one looking like her on the way to tbe 
hall. I saw three men standing near tho 
hall at Ward's coiner, a little toward Cle- 
ment street. 
I recognized one—job a 


O'Neil. I did not know the others." 
• Witness was not cross-examined. 


Maggie O'Hrien of Union street, daugh- 


ter of Dennis O'Brien, remembers that on 
Friday evening she had supper at Mm, 
t reckon ridge's, where she worked, and 
went home. She went to Emma Koch's, 
reaching there about 7 o'clock. The two 
went to the postofflce. "We returned 


was bpiritcd away while on the road Lome, 
murdered at some distant spot at a late 
hour and the body returned. There is an 
element of uncertainty here. 


As to John O'Neil the govermenc nas 


presumed there were no other places for 
him to be than in his usual haunts on 
that Friday night between the hours of 6 
and S o'clock. 
It has not even gone into 


his borne and proved he was not there. 
It has followed him until he is seen going 
towards his home, staggering drunk and 
takes him up again on Clement street ap- 
parently coming down hill from the tup- 
posed scune of the murder sometime close 
to 8 o'clock. It has not attempted to 
Drove the impossibility of him being any- 
where else than up tbe Crittenden road, 
nor has it taken him nearer to that road 
than a point in the street leading to his 
home. It is left to inference to have him 
go home, observe Mrs. McCloud pass near 
his housu on her way home, follow her 
and assault and murder her, or with pre- 
meditation way-lay her and commit the 
crime. 


The government sends O'Neil home 


pretty drunk and presumably penniless, 
and brings him back to his companions 
in two hours comparatively sober and 
with, to him, an abundance of money. 
To establish his absolute penniless state 
the commonwealth submits that several 
days beiore he spent his last 40 cents lor 
pool and expressed as feeling good be- 
cause no was "broke," and for the 


for the first time, and that is that he was 
drunk every night and drinking as early 
as possible every morning. It was ft con- 
st int pouring down of whiskey in Us case 
and also of his companions. Why did he 
not go up to the place where the body 
lay that Saturday morning may be an- 
swered that his rum-saturated brain, his 
racking head and his shattered nerves 
turned Lis steps to where he could get a 
sedative in more drink instead of taking 
him up the hill. Livened by more liquor, 
he might begin his questioning, or morose 
through the effects of his debauchery, he 
may answer unsatisfactorily or untruth- 
fully some questions about his acquaint- 
ance with Mrs. McCloud. 
What im- 


portance the attorney-general or C. J. 
Parkhurst will attach to this qubstioning 
and conduct in their arguments can only 
be conjectured, but the irresponsibility of 
a drunken man comes in to raise the 
doubt. 
liesides, on the two important 


points of this conduct, the knowledge of 
the finger marks on the woman's throat 
aud the anxiety about the death of the 
woman, have not been proveu to be 
O'Neil's exclusively. It is very possible 
tbat some of the early arrivals where the 
body lay gained knowledge of the chok- 
ing, and O'Heii, whether innocent or 
guilty, can hnrdly have been the only one 
making inquiries. 


The sensation of the trial, the testi- 


mony of O'Neil's fellow prisoners may 
work more than one way. The defense 
declares it will discredit this testimony, 
but should it stand how will it operate? 
It has been looked upon as a confession 
from O'Neil. 
Ics point is "O'Coimell did 


the choking aiid I didthe rest." 
O'Neil 


can hardly be found guilty of murder in 
the first degree on that statement. 
Ac- 


cepting it as true, which it probably will 
be if accepted at all, it shows another to 
have been the murderer. 
Acceptingitas 


not a irue statement still one made by 
O'Neil it is very damaging, but does not 
prove the prisoner the murderer, though 
making him in some way an accessory to 
the crime or having knowledge of it. 


These reflections have not been in- 


dulged in to determine whetner John 
O'Neil is guilty of tbe monstrous crime 
with which he is accused, but to see if the 
testimony of the government leaves room 
for reasonable doubt, to see if its claims 
have been by circumstantial evidence un- 
questionably established as it has viewed 
them or are otherwise naturally explain- 
able. 
They were not indulf ad iu so as to 


base a prediction, but more to arrive, if 
possible, to something like a true eaW- 
mace of the government's case. The bril- 
liant ability of the attorney general will 
weave the testimony almoatinextricably 
about O'Neil after Mr.Parkhurst has tested 
its strands. 
Then the jury will be 


charged by Judge Mason. The prisoner's 
rights and his position in the eye of the 
law will be made known by him in lan- 
guage that will be calm and forceful and 
the jury will retire to let their reason 
grapple with testimony, very much ot 
which will be contradictory or capable of 
more than one construction. Jusl how 
the minds of the jury may be perplexed is 
shown by part of the ttstiuiony for the 
defense Siturday evening, up to which 
time and no later these remarks refer. 
The defense accommodated the govern- 
ment by recogn.zing the "hobos" it in- 
troduced, but it found a new usa for them. 
It left them on the Crittenden road about 


over the bridge and up to School street, 
at the corner of Hill, this being about 
7.30. We stood there until I heard the 
clock strike 8 o'clock, I saw two men 
coming up over the rooks. They had 
short coats on. We separated. I went 
upacross Crittenden road. From there 1 
saw two men again, and I saw a woman 
ahead of them. They stopped near Dew- 
snap's corner. 
When they stopped I 


turned on toward home. I don't know 
who the woman was. I can't describe 
her. She looked to be quite a lar^e 
woman. I bad often seen Mrs. McCloud. 
Her clothes seemed to be all dark. I 
do not know if she was carrying any- 
thing. I'm familiar with Mrs. McCloud's 
walk. I don't know if it was Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud. I have never stated that it was 
Mrs. McCloud. I was not very near to tho 
men. I saw how they were dressed. They 
went toward Crittenden hill. When I left 
the postoffice, about 7.40, I saw O'Neil 
coming down Depot bill. He was alone, 
and dressed in a long-, light ulster and 
light hat." 


Cross-examined 
by Attorney-General 


Knowlton. "He passed right beside me. 
The ulbter collar was turned up. I don't 
know where he went. I was walking 
toward the depot on the Woodward house 
wall. I was baj-ond Clement street. I did 
not know that there were people skating 
on the little pond just off from Crittende: 
road."

Emma Koch of School street told o: 


standing at the corner of Hill and Schoo:

She 
then went home. Ab Ward's corner a 
6.40 I saw O'Neil. He had on a long over 
coat and white hat. I saw his face. I saw 
no woman anywhere around. This was 
in front of Woodward's. 


Cross-examined by

Knowlton. 


"O'Ncil had on a ligiit coat, collar was 
up. He was alone. He did not speak. The 
coats of the two men came about to their 
knees. I saw no woman." 


Frank Turton, the music pupil of the 


murdered woman, was the first of the gov- 
ernment's witnesses which the d3fense 
called. He said: "With Alberta McCloud, 
I was standing at the corner of Crittenden 
road and the old 'Back road.' There I 
called 'loud enough to bs heard,' Then 
we went along siround the bend. When 
we were at the corner of tbe roads I heard 
the 7.07 train come in. I hollered quite 
loudly." 


Edward Gerry, blacksmith on Water 


street, said: "Jack O'Neil was the first 
person to inform me of the death of Mrs. 
McCioud. It was between 9 and 10. I 
asked who Mrs. McCloud was. He said 
Crittenden's daughter. I told him to go 
out and find out more about it. He came 
back and said 'They say she was murdered.' 
I remember 'Dubsey Woodward changed 
some money in my shop; that was after 
O'Neil was in my shop. He said, 'My 
God, what is this town coming to.' " 


Cross-examined by Mr. Knowlton the 


witness denied having made a contradict- 
ory statement at the inquest as to seeing 
O'Neil. He denied that he said he did not 
see O'Neil at his place of business Saturday 
morning. He s«id he did not tell his pres- 


ness said: "On the way I met my brother 
Eddie coming from the Buckland side. 
On the bridge near the Buckland side I 
met my brother John. I didn't speak to 
him, Mr. Kendriek was with John. He 
was carrying two milk cans. I beard 
John speak about anchor ice." 


Court adjourned at 5 o'clock until Mon- 


day morning at 9 o'clock, 


Thin Forejioou. 


Court resumed this Monday morning at 


the usual hour with usual ceremony and 
Thomas O'Neil was placed on the stind.

He had been in the 
hut half an hour when tbe elect struck 8, 
He knew the time it was when he left be- 
cause tbe clock struck. He did not see 
his brother until the next morning, when 
he was in bed with him. While eating 
supper with his brother nothing about his 
brother attracted attention.

the map. 


He usually goes over the ledge to the 
Crittenden road. He gathered leaves in 
the woods to bed the pig. Children were 
accustomed to go in by the path where 
the wall was broken down. There were 
largo trees where the body was found. 
He went the Sunday afterwards with his 
brothers, Joseph and Eddie, and a crowd 
to see the spot. Witness knows that his 
father and mother went up, but doeonot 
know that his sisters or John went up 
there, lie did not talk with John until 
Sunday. 
He did not talk with John 


about 
the 
hobos, 
John said 
the 


hobo grabbed him by the coat. He did 
not tell witness that tbe hobo killed 
Mrs. McCloud. Ho told it to his mother 
and sister Eose. The priest was not there 
while witness was there. John did not 
tell him what time he got home. He did 
not hear him te.ll any of the people where 
the niDney came from. He did not hear 
that John said the f5 bill came from Billy 
Noonan and that the ball players helped 
him out. John wore a dark overcoat last 
winter, the same he had when arrested 
and he had no other. The cans Mr.

had when

were small cans. 
He 
couldn't say

Were smoking cigarettes when we met 


talked about this with Messrs.Bhodes and 
Hammond, ofljcers.last Saturday. Did tell 
the officers he snw O'Neil at 7.45 and they 
said "much obliged" and walked away. 
He did not say that he knew no more nor 
that ho dU not meet O'Neil at the time 
mentioned. He told O'Neil's brother of 
meeting O'Neil for he asked me if his 
brother was full.

California. The one retarding force, the 
strike of coal miners, has caused closing 
of a iow manufacturing works for want of 
fuel, but negotiations for settlement are 
rtfll pushed with hope. 


The stock market has advanced, in av- 


erage j»;ca of sixty active railway stocks 
every da/ since July 8, as it had then ad- j 
vancud with little interruption about ' 
beveti weeks. The average reached, $51.91 
on Friday, surpassed by 60 cents per share 
the highest last year, made the week alter 
the <. lection, but railroads have a better 
prospect of business in grain and other 
freight than at that time, or in September, 
1S95, when the average reached 556,07. 


Thu textile industries have lost no 


ground, aa the curtailment of production 
in cotton for a time is really a gain. The 
demand has somewhat increased, but the 
accumulated stocks of goods must here- 
duc< (i before impatience to buy can be ex- 
pected. The demand for woolens increases 
as to low and medium grades, with re- 
ported large sales at advances of 5 to 10 
per cent, over last spring. Speculative 
sales of wool continue large and prices 
are very strong, especially at the West.

REV. DR. M'G. DANA. 


Death at Brooklj-n of the Well Know* 


New York, July 26.— Rev. Dr. Malcolm 


McGregor Dana died at his home In 
Brooklyn yesterflay. 
He had been ill 


for a long time with a complication of 
ailments, and his cifcth has been hourly 
expected for several v.'eei,s. 


Malcolm McCrpgor Dana was born In 


Brooklyn about GO years ago. 
He was 


graduated from Arnhcrft college in 1859, 
and from the Union Theological sem- 
inary in 1SCS. 
Kt began his ministerial 


career in AVlnsted, Conn. 
In 1864 he 


Was ordained pastor of the Second Con- 
Eregntional church at Norwich, Conn., 
where h« remained 10 years. 
In 1874 


he, together with 105 other members, 
separated and founded the Park Con- 
gregational church in Norwich, where he 
remained as pastor until 1378, when, on 
account o£ his wife's health, he went to 
St. Paul, Minn., where he became pastor 
of the Plymouth Congregational church. 
During his ministry there six branch 
churches were established. 
• In 1888 he went to the Kirk Street 
church in Lowell, Mass., remaining its 
pastor for six years. 
In 18S7 he was 


sent as vice president of the Minnesota 
state board of charities and corrections 
to England to inspect the British prison 
system and to report on their standing. 


He was twice chaplain of the Min- 


nesota state legislature, for seven years 
chaplain of the Minnesota Congrega- 
tional board of missions, and also one 
of the founders and presidents of the 
Congregational club of Minnesota, and 
at one time editor of The Advance- 
Many of his sermons have been pub- 
lished, and he was the author of a history 
of Carleton college at Northfieid, Minn. 
of which he was a director and trustee. 


His principal work of late years 


was in the line of temperance reform and 
sociological study. 
Since Ire left Lowell, 


in 1894, he has resided in Brooklyn, where 
he has frequently supplied pulpits In 
prominent Congregational churches. He 
was twice married, and leaves two sons 
and a daughter by his first wife.

MR. CHURCH RESIGNS 


The Pastorate of the Uni- 


versalist Church After 


Seven Years' Service. 


LETTER READ SUNDAY MORNING 


An Unwelcome Surprise to the Congre- 


gation. Called to a Large and 


Influential Church in Akron, 


0. 
Cliurch and Parish 
Meeting Called. 


Eev. Mr. Brunell of Chicago occupied 


the pulpit of the Universalist church Sun- 
day and greatly surprised the congrega- 
tion by reading, before the delivery of his 
morning sermon, the resignation of the 
pastor, Eev. A. B. Church. There were 
two or throe persons who had an inkling 
of what was coming, but to the great ma- 
jority of the congregation the res'gnation 
came as a very unwelcome surprise. 


Mr. Church came to the church here 


seven years ago from Maine, and his pas- 
torate has been highly successful. The 
church baa grown steadily in numbers 
and influence, and the new edifice on 
Summer street has been built during Mr, 
Church's pastorate. Both the material 
and spiritual work of the church have 
prospered abundantly under his leader- 
ship and he has gained a strong hold on 
the affections of his people and a high 
place in the estimation of the community 


Mr. Church resigns to accept a call to 


the pastorate of the Universalist church 
in Akron, Ohio. This is one of the largest 
and most influential churches of the Uni- 
versalist denomination in Ohio and one 
of the largest of all the churches in Akron, 
which is the seat of Buchtel college, one 
of the strongest Universalist educational 
institutions in the country.- It is a church 
which oilers unusually wide opportunity 
for useful work.arid the call to its pastorate 
is a higb compliment to Mr.Churuh and a 
proof that his ability, earnestness and 
faithfulness have won recognition far be- 
yond local bounds. 


A meeting of the parish and church has 


been called for Thursday evening to con- 
sider the resignation, and an effort will be 
made to induce fir. Church to withdraw 
it. Under the circumstances, however, it 
is hardly to be expected that thia will suc- 
ceed. Mr. Church is a man who would 
not hastily take the step he has taken, 
and having done to, It is reasonably safe 
to presume that he will not turn back. 


The field to which he has been called Is 


a very inviting one in many ways, and at 
the same time it is one of large responsi- 
bilities. 
It will, however, give Mr. 


Church what he greatly desires—a better 
opportunity for study than he has here. 
He now has 
not 
only 
the 
care 


of the church in this city, but has a'so 
preached at Cheshire for the last three 
ycara. Besides this he is a member of the 
school board and his various duties do not 
give him the time he feela that he needs 
for further study and development along 
his chosen line of work. At Akron the 
conditions will be different and he will 
without doubt find his surroundings more 
congenial and advantageous. 


But it is not the lack of congenialty or 


success in his work that leads Mr. Church 
to sever his connection with the church 
here. No man has had in this city a more 
pleasant or successful pastorate than he, 
and iu going away he and his family will 
share the genuine regret which will 
be felt 
by 
his church 
and 
the 


community 
During his residence in thia 


city Mr. Church has proved himself a loy- 
al rni public spirited citizen as well as a 
devoted and 
effect"ve minister of tha 


gospel, and every worthy cause has had 
his continuous and earnest support. His 
departure will be a matter of gene-al re- 
grtt and he will go to his new iield with 
the esteem and beat wishes of all the peo- 
ple of North Adams. The president of 
Buchtel college is Rev. Ira Priest, formerly 
of Adams and later of Newtoi. He and 
Mr. Church have been intimate friends 
for several years and it is quite probable 
that President Priest was influential in 
bringing about Mr. Church's call to Ak- 


in. * 
Mr. Church and his family have been 


away on vacation since July 1, but will re- 
turn the latter part of this week, and Mr. 
Church will be in his pulpit next Sunday 
morning, when communion service will 
be held. It is probable that Mr. Church 
will go to his new field September 1st.
